The legislature shall consist of a sen- 
ate and house of representatives, to be 
called purliament, and shall be in 
session at least ouce every year. The 
governor-general shall be appointed by

£10,000 a year. 

The senate is to bé compoised of 
eight members from each Stace chosen 
by the houses of parliament of each 
state, and are to be chosen for six 
years; one-half of the members to re- 
Lire every three years. ‘Lhe president 
of the senate is to be in all cases 
entitied to vote and when the vote is 
a tie the question is to pe in the neg- 
ative. Tue House of Representatives 
is to be chosen by the people of the 
several Stutes, each State to have one 
Representative for every 30,000 people, 
but the minimum number of Repre- 
sentatives for each State shail be 
tour. The Speaker is to be elected by 
tue House and when the vote is a tie 
the Speaker is to gave the custing vote. 
The lue of the House of Represeata- 
tives is three yeurs. Members of both 
Houses are to receive an allowauce ot 
£500 per annum, and the usual penal 
Ciauses are provided to meet cases 
where a mewber is under disability to 
sit. No Senator or Representative is to 
bold an oflics of protit under the crown, 
but ministers are not to be compeiled 
to offer themselves for reelection. 

Tue powers of parliament in regard 
to law-making include regulation 
trade, commerce uud coinage, and, 
general, ull matters delegated to “bag 
gress by the Constitution of the United 
States. Appropriation .or taxation 
bills must be sent down by message 
from the governor-general, whois to 
assent to all measures and have the 
power of reserving any biiis tor the 
queen’s approval. The governor is to 
be advised by an executive council of 
ministers, not excveding seven in 
number, who are to be members 
of the federal executive council and 
the Queen’s Minister of State tor the 
comujonwealth. Ministers may sit 
in either house of Parliament, and 
£15,000 per annum is set apart for pay- 
meni of their salaries until other pro- 
vision is made. 

The Supreme Court is to consist of a 
chief justice and not less than four 
other Judges, all to be appointed by 
Parliament and hold office duriag good 
behavior. 

As soon as a uniform tariff has been 
imposed, inter-coicuial free trade is to 
prevail among the colonies. Tue reve- 
nue collected is to be applied to defray- 
ing the expeuses of the tederal govern- 
ment and the tederal pariiament is to 
decide in what manner thé surplus is 
to be divided. The tederal parlament 
may make provision tor cousvlidating 
the whole or any part of the debts of 
the states, ‘Tne states are to retain 
uli the powers which they now possess, 
and which are not delegated to the 
federal parliament.

IMPORTANT RULING, 
A Decision Under the Interstate 
Commerce Act. 

Des Motnes, May 15.— [By the As 
sociated Press.] Judge Shiras, of the 
Federal Court, rendered an important 
decision under the interstate com- 
merce law today. The plaintiffs in 
the case were grain shippers of Car- 
roll, lowa, and the defendant was the 
Chicago and Northwestern Railway 
Company. The plaintiffs claimed 
they were charged 19 cents 
per 100 pounds on grain ship- 
ments to Chicago, while shippers 
at Blair, Neb,, had an ll-cent rate for 
the same distance. The judge ruled 
that the rate was a violation of the 
interstate law and plaintiffs bave a

A RICH FIND. 


THE DONNER PARTY’S TREASURE 
DISCOVERED. 


Collection of Old Coins 


A Rare 
Found at the Site of 
the lIilfated Band’s 
Camp. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

TRUCKEE (Cal.,) May 15.—|By the 
Associated Press.] There is excite- 
ment in Truckee over the discovery of 
a portion of the treasure buried by the 
Donner party in 1846. McGlassen’s 
history of the Donner party, in speak. 
ing of the second relief party, says 
that when the party camped near the 
upper end of Donner Lake Mrs, 
Graves had concealed several hundred 
dollars in auger holes bored in eléats . 
which werenailed to the bottom 6f 
the wagon. The next morning when 
the party struck camp Mrs. Graves 
concealed her money bebind a rock, 
and three days later she died of cold 
and starvation. 

The money which she buried was 
never found until yesterday when it 
was discovered by Edward Reynolds, a 
miner living in Sierra Valley. Amos 
Lane, a liveryman. drove two men to 
the upperend of Donner Lake and 
invited Reynolds to accompany him. 
Reynolds left the wagou during the 
drive and climbed up.the side ot the 
hill to look for quartz. His attention 
was accidently called to some dark 
looking pieces of money lying in plain 
sighton the top of tie ground. He 
picked up ten ancient looking dollars 
and upon scratching slightly in the 
earth uncovered large a quantity of 
silver, Not knowing the nature or 
extent of the deposit be prudently 
covered it up and afterward took Lane 
into his confidence and they then vis- 
ited the place together. 

They found siiver scattered over 
quite a surface, and in one place dis- 
covered enough coins to fill a hat. 
Darkness comiug on they returned to 
town and upon examination all the 
money was found to of ancient date, 
and more or less biackeved or stained. 

This morning they visited the place 
again with several other persons and 
found more coins. A large tree had 
fallen where the money was originally 
buried, and the earth was thus torn 
up and the treasure exposed, Thou- 
sands of people have probably passed 
over the spot in the last few years. 
Lane and Reynolds will prosecute 
their search. They have erected a 
tent on the spot and placed a guard on 
the ground. Now that the find has 
become known, a number of other 
searching parties ure being organized. 
There is no doubt felt bere that the 
money is the same as that buried by 
the Donner party. 

From present indications the hills 
op the north side of Donner Lake will 
be covered with treasure-huuters to- 
morrow. Reynolds and Lane will 
have the money on exhibition at their 
tent while continuing their part of the 
search, The money they found would 
delight the beart of a numismatist. 
There are old antiquated coins of all 
dates prior to 1845, and of the most 
obsolete and forgotten dates. Coins 
from France, Spain, Bolwia, Argen- 
tine Republic and «a number of other 
foreign countries, besides a very rare 
collection of American pieces are in- 
cluded in the treasure trove, 

As relies of the Donner party the 
find is very valuable, $100 having been 
offered fer one of the pieces. The 
Truckee hotel-keeper offered $10 a day 
to have the coins placed on exhibition 
at his hotel. Arrangements will not 
be made regarding the disposition = 
the money until it is Known how much 
can be found.

THE COURTS. 


Rev. Fleming Found Guilty 
as Charged. 


M’LACHLAN’S GREAT EFFORT 


Eloquent Argument by the District 
Attorney—His Review of the 
Celebrated Case—General — 
Court Notes, 


* 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the trial 
of the Fleming case was resumed before 
Judge Smith and a jury in Department One 
of tne Superior Gourt, andin the presence 
ofa large number of spectators, among 
whom were noticed several clergymen. “ 

Hon. T. J. Cartan addressed the jury on 
behalt of the defendant during the morn- 
ing session, and made an eloquent appeal 
for the sympathy of his auditors for the 
wretched condition of bis client. 

He referred to the social relations exist 


ing between the sexes, and the 
high estimation in which women are 
held in this country, as compared 


with other parts of the world. He then re- 
viewed the early history of the Danish race, 
to which the complainant belonged, and 
argued that she caine of a peopie who were 
not used to being treated decently. He 

next dwelt upon the benign influence ex- 
erted over man by a virtuous woman, and 
the power for evil she wielded when devoid 

of character. Every wrong acta man com- 

mits is caused by a woman in some way 

or other. He then denounced the complaiu- 

ant as a sbrewd woman, who was not to be 

believed, as she had hatehed up this yarn 

out of a mean-spirited hope of revenge for a 

fancied wrong. He reviewed her story in 

dotailand calied the attention of the jury to 

what he termed its inconsistencies. 

On reconveniug after the noon recess at 
1:30 o’clock, District Attorney McLachlan 
took the floor and in a remarkably eloquent 
and convincing speech, which excelled ail 
his previous efforts, held the undivided 
attention of both jury and spectators fer 
over two hours. Hedwelt upon the friend- 
less condition of the poor, motheriess exile 
who had told the stury of her wrongs in 
her own simple but undeniably truthful 
way, and denounced the action of his friend, 
Mr. Carran, in attempting to reflect upon 
| her character, as something beyond his 

province as an attorney and a long way be- 

ond the limits of propriety. He was confi- 
Aent that it was a long time since the 
learned counsel for the detendant had read 
the history of the Danish race, from the fact 
that be had made a number of mistakes in 
his review of it. ‘The greatest historians of 
tuo age all agreed that the Danish people 
wero one of the most virtuous and law-abid- 
ing nations of the world. 

He then referred to the remarks of the 
defendant’s attorney with respect to the 
the fairer sex as a libel on womanhood, and 
expressed his surprise that a gentleman 
should allow bis zeal to overcome his sense 
of what was due to the sex of which his 
mother and wife Were members. 

After touching upon the fact that .one of 
the jurors had interrupted the defendant’s 
couusel when wilfully misstating the facts 
elicited from the testimony, Mr. McLachian 
proceeded to review the facts as related by 
the complainant, all of which, with the ex- 
ception of the assault itself, had been fully 
corroborated by the defendant. He scored 
Fleming unmercifully for having attempted 
to bring bis theological education to ar 
upon the reasen of this simple girl, and 
dwelt upon tbe impossibility of the girl 
all the details of such 
a story. He called the attention of the 
jurors to tho mute testimony. of 
ihe defendant's guilt given by the refusal 
ot his wife to see or have any thing more to 
do with him; her previous knowledge of 
the man causing her to believe the girl’s 
story without a moment’s hesitation. He 
concluded by reminding the jury of its du- 
etz In the premiees. 
A number of instructions were given to 
the jury, aud the case was finally entrusted 
to that body at 4 o’clock. 

At S o’clock nothing bad been heard from 
the jury, and it was generally understood 
that there would be .no agreement; bat at 
8:15 'o’clock the twelve “good men and true” 
court. t the j 

“Gentlemen of the jury, have you agreed 
upon a verdict?” asked Judge Smith, after 
the roll had been called. “We have, sir,” 
replied the foreman, and to the surprise of 
the assembled crowd, the words, We, the 
jury in the above entitied cause, find the 
defendant guilty as charged,” fell from the 
lips of the juror. 

A murmur of 1 4 which was almost 
instantly curbed by the Court and bailiff, 
burst from the occupants of the lobby and 
as Fleming heard it his last remnant of 
self-confidence disappeared, and his face 
assumed an ashen hue. 

The usual formalities having been dis- 
posed of, the jury was discharged and the 
defendant was ordered into the custody of 
the Sheriff, and was escorted to the County 
Jail where he will remain until he receives 
his sentence. 

HEAVY SUIT FOR DAMAGES, 

Judge Wade and a jury were occupied 
for several hours yesterday in Department 
3 in the trial of the case of Richard H. Ka v- 
anaugh et al, against the California Central 
Kailroad, a suit to recover damages in the 
sum of $50,000 alleged to have been sus- 
tained by reason death of the 
plaintifi’s wife, Haddie 8. Kavanaugh, 
page occurred at Pasadena oa September 

Tue plaintiff alleges that his wife was 
riding in a carriage with another lady who 
was driving, on August 8, 1889, when, owing 
the careless and negligent manner in which 
the defendant had constructed it at the 
place where the track crosses Colorado 
street, the horse placed one of its feet in a 
large opening between the rails and plank- 
ing. The result was that the horse was 
suddenly checked and Mrs. Kavanagh was 
hurled violently from the carriage, recelv- 
ing injuries fromthe effect of which she 
died on September 10, 1889. 

The defendant entered a general denial to 
each and all the plaintiff’s allegations, and 
at the close of the testimony,. the case was 
continued for argument until 10 o’clock this 
morning. 

INFRINGING THEIR TRADE MARK. 

A complaint was filed in the United 
States Circuit Court yesterday afternoon by 
Brunson, Wilson and Lamme, the attorneys 
for B. Priestly & Co., of the city of Brad- 
ford, in the United Kingdom of Great Bri- 
tain and lreland, against Frank Grey & Co. 
of this city. The complaint alleges that.the 
plaintiffs are partners in the manufacture 
and vending of sdk and woolen goods, and 
that they seila particular hank of fabric 
known as Henriettas, upon which they have 
acquired @ trade mark known as 2 
Henriettas, and that the defendants are in- 
fringing their trade mark in the selling of 
other such fabric under the name of their 
fabrics.

BUYING SMALL BOYS. 


CHINESE PEDDLERS ON THE 
LOOKOUT FOR THEM. 


A Pecullar Case Discovored by Hu- 
mane Officer Wright—A Four- 
year-old Child in Charge 
of a Mongolian. 


For several days past a Chinese vegetable 
peddler has been inquiring among people 
on the outskirts of the city whether they 
had any small boys to sell, saying that he 
would pay $50 for one. The heathen said 
that his cousin had purchased a very nice 
little boy for $60, and that he was prepar- 
ing to return to China and would take the 
boy with him, where he could be disposed 
of at a good figure. People of whom. the | 
Chinaman made the inquirles at first 
thought the heathen was trying to perpe- 
trate a joke, but he was so persistent, and 
went into such minute details, that they 
finally arrived at the opinion that there was 
something in it, and reported the case to 
Humane Officer Wright. 

Mr. Wright at once commenced a search 
for the Chinaman, but did not locate him 
until yesterday.. He then procured a horse 
and buggy and told the heathen that he 
must take him to where the boy was. The 
officer, with the Chinaman, then started 
out, but they had not gone far when the 
heathen kicked. saying he knew nothing 
about the matter. and declined to accom- 
pany him. Mr. Wright placed him under 
arrest and was abouttocarry him to the 
station, when the Chinaman weakened and 
agreed to pilot him to where the boy was, 
and they proceeded to the Chinaman’s house, 
near Vernon. 

Here, sure enough, a Kyear-old boy was 
found, rigged up sometuing after the fash- 
ion of a Mongolian youngster, but the Chi- 
was._said..to have. puren 


uestioned, did not know his name, but re- 
erred to the Chinaman as his papa.“ 
Officer Wright waited uatil the heathen re- 
turned, when he demanded to know how 
the child came into his posession. The 
Chinaman said that a woman had given the 
child to him, but he denied that he had 
paid any money for him. Healso denied 
that he was going to China, but intimated 
that he intended to keep the boy, as he now 
belonged to him. 
Orne officer could not see the matter in 
this licht,. and ordered bim to harness up 
his wagon and go with him to the mother of 
the child, and find out- from her what the 
transaction meant. After some demur the 
Chinamen 1 45 to accompany the officer, 
and taking the boy with them they returned 
to the city. 
The Chinaman took Officer Wright to the 
child’s mother, who proved to be Mrs. Coul- 
sen, whose husband committed suicide in 
this city some years ago. The woman has 


since figured in police circles on 
one. or two occasions, and 
reputation in not of the 


best. 
The woman admitted that the child was 
hers, but she denied that she had sold him. 
or given him tothe Ck‘paman, saying that 
the Mongolian had given her vegetabies on 
a number ot occasions, and that she had al- 
lowed him to take the child out to his place 
to keep for awhile. 

This explanation was not satisfactory to 
the officer, and he took charge of the child 
himself, and will try to get it into the Or- 
phans’ Home, where it will be cared for. In 
the meantime, he will further investigate 
the matter, to see whether any other chil- 
dren have been seld or given away by their 
parents to Chinamen.

“The Body of the Dead Man 
Viewed by Thousands. 


RESULT THE INQUEST 


What the Post Mortem Revealed— 
' Young Bradfield Still at the 
j City Prison—Rumors 

and Stories, 


It was estimated at Orr & Sutch’s under-. 
taking rooms yesterday afternoon that fully 
7000 people, of all stationsand conditions, 
visited the dead-room between the hours of 
4 o’clock p. m. Thursday, and the same hour 
yesterday afternoon, to get a peep at the 
dead body of Joe Dye. Ola women and 
young women, old men and small boys 
shoved and jostied each other in their ef- 
forts to get a view of the murdered man. 
Some tears were shed, but a cold stare, 
mingled with curiosity and hatred, rested 
on the faces as a rule, and those who spoke 
did not express much sympathy for the man 
who died, as he lived, with bis face to his 
enemies, | 

That Dye had some warm friends there is 
no doubt, and while they have but little to 
say it is easy to see from the expression on 
their rugged old faces that they feel deeply 
his terrible taking off. | 

The tragedy was not a surprise to those 
whe knew him well, for he had the reputa- 
tion of being a dead-shot witu the revolver, 
and he was kuown to be as cool under fire 
as most men are when lightingacigar. He 
could stand up and shoot a man down with- 
out bating an eye-lash, and he was never 
known to show the white feather, even 
when the odds were greatly against him. 

RUMORS AND STORIES. 

There are all kinds ot stories going the 
rounds regarding Dye’s deeds of bleod, but 
the chances are that almost all of them are 
greatly exaggerated, 

One is to the effect that way back in 1852 
Dye first branched out as a bad man with 
his “gun.” He was teaniing at Santa Fé 
and had a quarrel with a bard case who had 
the reputation of being a dead shot. He 
and Dye quarreled over a game of cards, 
and as neither was armed they had it out 
with fists. Dye got away with the man, 
and wher they separated the whipped man 
informed Joe that he would shoot him on 
sight. The next meeting took place a few 
hours later, when Dye met the tough aud 
asked him if he was fixed.“ The gambler 
replied that he was not armed, when Dye 
dre u couple of six-shvoters and told him 
to take his chuice, They agreed that each 
would start in an opposite direction around 
a building and commence shooting as soon 
as they caught sight of each other. 

The duel was fought and the bad man 
was left on the spot for dead, but he recov- 
ered nd went over to Sait Lake, where he 
was finally killed by another gambler. 

There are several rumors to the effect 
that Dye bas killed sigbt or nine men, but 
itis very certain that he has only killed 
three men since he came here. Te his 
friends he admitted that he killed a fourth 
man in Salt Lake, in self-defense, beforé he 
came to California, but the particulars are 
not known. . 

Dye has been a hard-working man all his 
lite and was just getting in easy circum- 
stances, Within the past year he has 
worked up an oii business in the Sespe that 
was bringing him in an income of $500 or 
2600 a month. This will probably go to his 
daughter, whois attending school in this 
city. He bad trouble with his wife several 
yearsago and the two separated, but no 
divorce was granted. 


OF THE TROUBLE. 


“Theré is HO doubt but what tue kilting 
Dye was the direct outcome of the dispute. 
over oll lands in the Sespe, as was stated 
by young Bradfield, and it was stated yes- 
erday that there would be some sensational 
levelopments when the case came to trial. 
Dye. it was said, had for so, long tuied af- 
airs iw thie Sespe region that ne regarded: 

any one else coming in as au infringement 

on his personal rights, and uniess they 
came lu on his terms, be looked on them as 
personal enemies, Mason Bradfivid, who 
for years had been associated with Dye, 
was thoroughly posted about the lands in the 

Sespe, and when he located lands for him 

self and other who consolidated 

under the name ot the California Oil Com- 
pany, Dye’s wrath knew no bOunds. He 
not ouly swore vengeance on Bradfield, 
whom he accused of having betrayed hiw, 
but on a number of others who had pu: 
their money in these lands and were back- 
ing up Bradfield, 
t was learned yesterday that among othb- 
ers against whom Dye had made threats, 
was Gen, E. P. Johnson, who is interested 
in the oll lands with Bradfield. Gen. John- 
son has backed up Bradfield, and Dye, it is 
said, threatened to kill him. A week or 
two ago Gen. Johnson was down town with 
his wife, and had entered a meat shop, 

when Dye, who had been drinking, 101 

lowed him to the door, and hung around itor 

some time waiting for him to come out. 

Dye’s attorney finally came along and in- 

duced him to go home, Owing to threats, 

Gen. Johnson, not desiring any trouble, 

kept out of Dye’s way for several days, but 

finally got tired of that sort of thing and 
hunted up Dye on the street, when he told 
him what he had heard, and demanded to 
know what he meant and what erievance he 
had against him. Dye passed tue subject 
off and there the matter dropped. 

Other cases of similar nature were talked 
about, and numerous instances cited of how 
the dead man had intimidated people whom 
he accused of interfering with his plans. 

As ove old-timer remarked, 1 have been 
expecting this thing for two months, and 
the only wonder is that it has not come be- 
fore. I can say one thing, however, and 
that is that there are a Whole lot of people 
beside Mate Bradfield who will rest easier 
now that Joe is gone.“ 

YOUNG BRADFIELD. 

Young Bradfield spent a very quiet day 
in his cell at the city prison. He wis not 
as nervous as he was on the previous night, 
and took his situation quite coolly. During 
the morning several of his friends called to 
see him, to whom he talked freely about 
the sbooting and the causes leading up to 
it. He has engaged Shinn & Ling to con- 
duct his defense, and will hereafter be 
guided by their advice in all matters. 

Bradfield’s father first heard of the shoot- 
ing at Highland Park Thursday evening 
from a friend who came out from Los Au- 
geles. Mr. Bradfield was greatly affected 
over the affair, Dut said that his sou was 
ustified in what he bad done. He saia 

at his son had told him that Dye had 
threatened his life, and he advised him to 
keep out of his way or get out of the coun-

"Tine young man, by the way, is quite a 
character in his way, and while very eccen- 
tric, he has many warm friends who say 
that they will stay by bim in_his trouble. 
The officers of the oil company all state 
that 8 were aware of Dye’s threats 
againet Braafleld, as they were made 
-openly, and they could not help, but hear of 
them. The friends of Bradfield all say 
that the young man has been in a state of 


high nervous excitement for several 
weeks past, and that he did every- 
thing he could to keep out of 
Dye’s way, as he firmly believed 


that he wound kill him on sigut. They say 
that when Bradfield would bear that Dye 

was in the city he would either remain at 
home or leave the city, and that if he was 
atthe Sespe, aud Dye came up there, he 
would at once leave. This sort of thing, 
they say, has been going on for some time 


afternoon Bradfield was taken 

into Justicte Owen’s court for arraignment, 

but on the statement ot his attorney that the 

inquest had not yet taken place, the pris 

oner was taken back to jail, and the arraign- 

ment will probably take place this morning. 
THE AUDOPSY. 

Dr. M. M. Kannon, assisted by Dr. Per- 
cival and Coroner, Weldon, made a post- 
mortem examination yesterday morning on 
the body of Dye, The examination showed 


that there were eleven wounds, one shot 


having taken effect in the arm, one in the 
shoulder, and nine had entered the body, 
pertorating the heart, lungs and other vital 
organs. Both ventricles of the heart were 
‘found shot to pieces, causing internal bem- 
orrhage and almost instant death. The 
stemach was) perforated. by one shot, and 
the liver was in three places, The 
intestines were | | and three ribs 


broken two on the left and one on tha righ! | 
side. In fact, the entire body was riddled’ 
and almost. any one of the wounds would 
have been fatal. ° 
| THE INQUEST. 
The inquest on the remains of Joe Dye 
was set for 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 


‘| and quite a number of people were present 


to hear the testimony. The District Attor- 
ney’s office was represented, and the de- 
fendant Bradfleld's intereste were looked 
out for by the law firm of Shinn & Ling. 
The Coroner swore in the following jury: 
G. E. Hartnett, William Davis, I. M. Ward, 


John Osborne, J. M. Wadsworth, II. 
Blanchard. A. N. Thornton, 8. M. Adams 
and E. F. Olitford. 


Marie Ahalt was the first witn and 
testified that she isa chambermaid in the 
European House on Commercial street. She 
was at a window at about 3 p. m. Thursday 
when sue heard the shots. When 1 heard 
the first shot I looked up the street, and 
then the second shot was fred and I saw 
the man onthe greund. I did not see him 
fall. I was alone, aud t do not know from 
which way the shot came, and I did not see 
avy one, The window I stood in is on the 
south side of Commercial street and I could 
not see the window from where tue shvot- 
ing took place. 

illiam Matuszzkiewiz, testified: I was 
n tue Sud’Californier office and heard the 
shots and went down to the sidewaik aud 
saw the dead man. I thought be had shot 
himself. I looked up in the Arlington and 
saw two women. Officer Roberts came up 
and asked who shot bim, and 1 said 1 
thought some one from the windows, and 
we went up stuirs and two ladies told us 
that the man who did the shooting ran ont. 
l went down on the Commercial-street eu- 
trance and Roberts went down the Wil- 
mington entrance, We saw a man 8 
and Roberts pointed his pistol at him an 
ordered him to throw up his haads. He ran a 
littie ways and threwup his hands and 
Roberts arrested him, I heard the  shoot- 
ing but did nut see it. When Roberts took 
him he said he would pot tun away as he 
was just then on bis way to the station to 
give himself up. The dead man had no 
arm in his hands. 1 was the 
first one to get to the dead inan and ag 1 
thought he shot himself 1 looked for arms, 
but did not see any, He fell with his head 
toward Wiimiogtono street, on his back. 

Officer Roberts stated that shortly after 3 
o’clock p. m. he heard the shots and ran 
toward Commercial street. 1 saw a crowd 
standing around the body and asked who 
did the shooting, and someone stated. that 
someone up in the Arlington did it. I went 
up stairs and two ladies told me that the 
young man who shot rau down the back 
entrance. I followed him and caught him 
op Kequenastreet. He was walking pretty 
fast, but I ordered him to throw up his 
hands. He did so, and told me that he did 
the shooting; that he had been threatened 
and was almost crazy and had to shoot the 
mao. He handed me his pistol and then 
gave me a knife after 1 put him ma hack. 
1 took him to the — station and he gave 
his name ag Bradfield, 

r. J. S. Crawford testified that he knew 
the dead man, Joseph Franklin Dye He is 
about 60 years of age and is a native of Ken- 
tucky. He has been bere about twenty- 
sign yoars. I have known him since 
1865, and he has resided in Los Angeles 
most of the time. 1 saw Dye yesterday 
morning. I know nothing about any diffi- 
culty that ever existed between the parties, 
I never bad any conversation with deceased 
about their trouble, 

Mrs. A, Blumenthal testified: My 
store is on Commercial street. I was at a 
friend’s house near when the shooting oc- 
curred, I heard the shooting and ran out 
and saw man lying on the sidewalk. She 
knew nothing, 

Charles Layheart testified: I was putting 
upalampatthe New Arlington on Wii- 
mington street when the shooting occurred. 
I wus up stairs, and a man ran gut of a little 
hallway and ran down the Wilmington- 
street entrance. He was asiim young man, 
dressed in dark clothes, but had no hat on. 
I saw no arms in bis hands. He came from 
the front of the building. The shots were 
fired in quick succession. I went down to 

ne man that was shot. He did not have 
any firearms in his hands. He was alive 
when 1 got there, but he died in four or five 
minutes. The young man who passed me 
in the hall seemed to be putting on his 
coat. did not speak after 1 got 


there, 
Joe Brothers testified. that he was in a 


barber shop when he heard the shots and 
saw the dead man on the ground. It was 
about two seconds between the shots. 

J. A. Manco testified that he heard the 
shots and rushed out before the second shot. 
was fired. I saw Mr. Dye walking up the 
street and then the second shot was fired, 
and Dye threw up his hands and fell. There 
were two men passing ina bugey and en | 
were scared to death. One of them 1 thin 
isa water inspector, I don’t know his 
name. I was near the door and made one 
jump forthe door and landed on the side- 
walk. As Dye fell he let out quite a yell, 
and I think he said “My God.” The two 
men thought they were shot, for they 
jumped out of their buggy and asked me 
who shot. They said the bullets passed 
over their heads. 

Ufficer Chase testified: At about 3 o’clock 
[ heard the shots, and ran up Commercial 


street, and some one told me that the shoot- | d 


ing was from a room up in the Arlington, 
Uran up stairs and two ladies told me that 
ihe mau ran out of the house, | went in 
room No, 29 and found a shotgun on the floor. 
It was still warm. Deceased was lying on the 
sidewalk alinost opposite the room. The 
windows were up. Isent the gun anda 
scrapbook, with Bradfield’s name in it, to 
the police statior. I also found his hat in 
the room, and a pair of cuffs, and a satchel 
and overcoat. I reached the room four or 
five: minutes after the shooting. I know 
deceased, 

Peter Haack testified that he knows 
young Bradtieid, but he knows nothing 
about the shooting. The young man rented 
room No. 29 in the New Arlington Wednes- 
day night, between 8 and 9 o’ciock. Is W 
him on Thursday werner about 8 o’clock, 
when he left his room. had no baggage, 
but said he would se d it up by a messen- 
ger boy. I did not see anything but a va- 

ise and some blankets come up. I did not 

see the shotgun, 

Dr. H. D. Percival testified that he was 
on Commercial street when he he rd two 
shots and saw smoke issuing from a window 
in the second story of the -Arlisgton hotel. 
i then looked across the street and saw a 
man lying on the sidewalk. I was the first 
person to reach deceased, and found that 
his pulse was still 1 1 then opened 
his vest and saw several bullet holes in his 
chest in the regioa of the heart. I saw that 
he was dying. It wis just seven minutes 
after I reached him before he died. He 
did not speak and no one spoke to him. He 
had nothing in his hands whatever. I 
should say he was going toward Los 
Angeles street from the position in which 
he fell. [saw a woman at the window 
from which the shots were fired just after. 
Ireached deceased. The wounds were on 
the left side. 

Officer Cottle was sworn to oy the 
property of Bradfield that was taken to the 
police station, 

Officer Vignes he got the 
gun in Room u the Arlington. He tooxé 
the gun and a valise and a notebook to the 
police station. 

Dr. M. M. Kannon testified that he made 
a post mortem on de He found that 
nine balls entered the body of deceased, 
causing death almost instantly. The shots 
entered the left side, showing that the gun 
was heid above the body. 

This closed the testimony, and the jury 
was left to deliberate on the case. 

The jury, after being out about thirty 
minutes brought in the following verdict: 
“We, the jurors summoned before the Cor- 
oner of Los Angeles county, at the Coro- 
ner’s office in Los Angeles, California, on 
the 15th day of May, 1891, to inquire into 
the cause of the death of. Joseph Franklin 
Dye, find that deceased was nained Joseph 
F. Dye, a native of Kentucky, aged about 
60 years. and that he met his death on the 
lith day of May, 1891, by gunshot wounds 
inflicted, as we believe, by one Mason Brad- 
field.” | 

THE FUNERAL. 

The body of the dead man was prepared 
for burial yesterday afternoon, and the 
funeral will take place this morning at 9

Rev. Dr. Ellis, held a 
meeting Wednesday evening for the pur- 
pose of having a final settlement with their 
smooth pastor. They did not succeed in 
securing a settlement, but they did find ont 
that they had been hopelessly involyed in 


debt, aud decided to sell their church prop- |. 


erty to pay out. The Chronicle of Thurs 
day prints the following account of the 
meeting: 
“LONELY iN FRONT OF ms PEOPLE.” 

_ The trustees and congregation of the Cen- 
tral Presbyterian Tabernacle met in the lee- 
ture room of the church last. night, for the 

urpose of having a final settlement with 

ev. Dr. Ellis, until recently pastor of the 
chureh, who was lately charged with em- 
bezziing the monies of the congregation, 
and tried therefor by the presby.ery. The 
Central Presbyterian Tabernacie is in a bad 
way. It owes $27,000 borrowed money, and 
has been running behind at the rate of $200 
a month for a long time. : 

Rev. Dr. Mathana, pastor of the Olivet 
Presbyterian church. was selected as the 
moderator of the meeting, He readily com- 
peohennee the feeling of the trustees and 
he ma rity of the members, and casting 
his eyes upon Dr. E. lis, who sat lonely in 
the front of the people who were erstwhile 
his warmest friends, the mo erator seemed 
to make up his mind that it was one against 
many aud that the meeting should be free 
from anything that could reflect upon 
Christian brotherhood. In his fervent 
prayer and in the songs he selected tne 
inoderator tried to impress upon the people 
the lessons of forbearance, charity and 
rotherly love. He found his efforts wasted 

a great 2 and then he interposed 
the adam utine will of a determined man 
between Dr. Ellis and those who would 
bave, 1 speaking, torn him in 
many pieces, The result was a very quiet 
session 


The meeting was opened by the treasurer 
reading his report wiving the receipts and 
expenditures of the chureh from September 


10, 1889, to April 30, 1891. This report 
showed the total receipts, including a 
loan, to bave been , and the total dis- 


bursements $3898. It also showed the net 
loss of the church to have been $250 a month 
during the time mentioned. 

The trustees' followed, in which it 
was shown that „ Ellis was indebted to 
the church in the sum of $633.45, which 
money, the trustees allege, was given him 
to pay Claims against the church, but which 
be appropriated to his own use. The re- 

rt clobed as follows: Several of the 

iils were contracted fer in October, 1890, 
and none later than the end of November 
or the first week in December, some of 
these people waiting seven months for 
their pay. Settlement was made with 
Dr, Eilis in December, and sufficient money 
given to him to settle all bills and his state- 
ment in full.

account. Some ofthe ¢reditors have sent 
in bills, with interest additional, and are 
threatening suit. hat do you desire your 
trustees tedo? To pay the bills the second 
time?

A dozen people were anxious to talk, and 
to talk about Dr, Ellis and bis alleged short- 
comings, but the moderator gently but 
firmly put them down one after the other 
before they could utter aharsh word.

PINEAPPLES. 


Scarcely a week passes that we do 
not see mention of attempts to still 
further vary the already long list of 
horticultural products raised in South- 
ern California. One of the latest 
efforts that we have noticed in this 
direction is toward the culture of the 
pineapple, a fruit whose habitat in the 
United States has hitherto been con- 
fined to Florida. 

A San Diego gentleman named Riley 
R. Morrison has chosen pineapple cul- 
ture as his special field and is quite 
enthusiastic as to its possibilities. In 
an article prepared by him for the 
Great Southwest he states that it was 
begun in Key West, Fla., in 1860, and 
in San Diego, Cal., in March, 1890. 
Almost fabulous protits were made by 
the first planter in Florida. which in- 
duced many others to adopt its cultiva- 
tion, and now vast areas are devoted to 
it. Last year Mr. Morrison had four 
ripe pineapples and this year he ex- 
pects about ninety to ripen in July and 
August, and next year about 1500 from 
plants already set out; and he is pre- 
paring to plant many thousands more 
and to root them hereinstead of root- 
ing them in Florida. 

This year many farmers througbout 
Southern California are experimenting 
from samples furnished by Mr. Morri- 
son. At the recent citrus fair, Mr. K. 
Stevens exhibited pineapples grown in 
Santa Barbara county. 
As to the method of culture, we 
quote the following. paragraphs from 
Mr. Morrison’s article: | 
The mostintelligent growers agree thata 
dry and fine soil, slightly loamy or sandy, 
is best suited for the pineapple; but it 
grows well on almost any land that is well 
drained and cultivated. It will, he states, 
grow and mature good fruit with little or no 
water when once well established, being 
closely allied to the agave and other moist- 
ure-condensing plants. During the warm- 
est and dryest weather they contained 
water which wag collected during the night. 
A larger growth of plant and fruit is pro- 
duced by irrigation and thorough cultiva- 
tion, and by using some fertilizer contain- 
ing ammonia, such as cotton seed meal. 

n this climate the plants, if already 
rooted, should Qe set out about the lst of 
March, but if not rooted, about July. If 
suckers are planted in July they will bear 
fruit the next year, but slips and crowns 
a pt two years. The plants should bo 
3x8 or 4x4 feet apart, so as to allow cultiva- 
tion both ways while young. 

In England pineapples are exten- 
sively raised under glass, and sell 
readily at $5 apiece. The imported 
variety sells, in season, at from 35 to 
60 cents upiece. In Manilla a very 
delicate fabric is made from the fiber 
of the leaves. Mr. Morrison claims to 
have made $2 apiece from some of his 
plants last year, which would be 
equivalent to about $6000 an acre. 
This leaves plenty of margin for a 
drop in price. 

From the description of the plant’s 
habits, given above, it would appear to 
be specially adapted to our dry sandy 
regions. The general impression has 
been that it needed a moist climate.“ 
The large profits which are promised 
by the industry certainly make it 
worthy of a fair trial, wherever the 
circumstances are favorable. 


THE CONSUMPTION OF STIMU- 
LAN rs. 


The statistics of the consumption of 
stimulants in this country are inter- 
esting reading. The statistics of the 
annuai per capita consumption of dis- 
tilled spirits, wines and malt liquors, 
the same being made in gallons, show 


| that from 1840 to 1890 the consumption 


of spirits decreased from a little over 
two gallons and a half to not quite one 
gallon and a half. In wine the in- 
crease is from alittle over a quarter 
of a gallon to a little over half 
a gallon. In malt liquors the in- 
crease is from a little over a gallon 
and a third to thirteen gallons and 
two-thirds. Thus, the consumption of 
spirits has decreased and that of wine 
and beer increased, which is certainly 
a proof that heavy drinking is on the 
wane. If people must cousume quan- 
tities of alconolic beverages, they had 
better drink beer and wine than fiery 
spirits, 

There has been a large ingrease in 
the consumption of coffee and tea. 
From 1880 to 1880 the increase in coffee 
was from three pounds to over eight

pounds and a half. In tea the increase 


was from a little over half a pound to 
one pound and a third. Thus, since 
1840, the consumption of coffee and tea 
has almost trebled, that of wine has 
doubied, while that of malt drinks has 
been multiplied ten times. Within the 
same time the use of distilled spirits 
has decreased by nearly one-half. ’ 
From the earliest period with which 
history or tradition deals, mankind has 
been addicted to stimulants of some 
description—wine, mead, beer, dis- 
tilled spirits, tea, coffee, tobacco, 
opium, hasheesh, ceca, betel and a 
thousand other varieties. There is no 
reason to believe that the timé will 
ever come when the use of stimulants 
will be entirely abandoned. All that 
wise reformers can do is to endeavor to 
confine the popular taste to such stim- 
ulants as are comparatively harmless. 


LABOR UNIONS AND THE WORLD’S 
FAIR, 


It will be remembered that the lead- 
ers of the Chicago labor unions made 
a formal request to the World's Fair 
directors to insert in agreements made 
by them with the contractors who are 
to erect the buildings for the exposi- 
tion, clauses binding the contractors to 
give their men the eight-hour day and 
to accept the so-called minimum“ 
scale of wages prescribed by the differ- 
ent labor organizations, The board 
of directors has agreed to the first of 
these, but has declined to ao the sec- 
ond, giving in a calm, dispassionate 
manner their reasons therefor. 

This refusal was sufficient to cause 
the agitators and walking delegates of 
tog unions to raise a howl about an at- 
tack on organized labor“ and to call 
fora boycott of the fair. The Tribune 
sbows hew utterly unreasonable this 
action is. The World’s Fair directors 
are not public officers, but private em- 
ployers of labor, acting as trustees for 
the money of others, and, to a large 
extent, handling the funds they have 
contributed personally. It is their 
duty to get as much as they can for 
their money. ; 

Such arguments as these will have 
little effect upon professional agitators, 
but bona fide workingmen ought cer- 
tainly to see the force of them. 


For some time past there has been 
amovement for the introduction of 
singing birds into California.

First Operation in Celery Farming. 
Prairie Farmer.] 

For purposes of family use, it may be 
just as well to purchase one or two 
hundred plants already grown, but 
where more is wauted, or the object is 
to grow fcr the market, then by all 
means raise your own plants. 

For market purposes the tirst crop is 
sown in the hotbed and planted out as 
soon as the weather is settled warm. 
This crop will come in about the end 
of July or in August, but there is only 
a limited demand at thattime, and the 
general crop is sown out doors. The | 
seed is rather slow in germinating and | Joa. | 
weeds ure apt to get ahead of them,, 
hence sow in rows a foot apart, the 
seed but slightly covered. Well firm 
the soil, either by the feet, a board, 
the back of the spade, ora roller. 

The best of all positions to raise celery, 
whether the seed bed or as a crop, is in 
low bottom land of a sandy nature; if 
the water is at all times within three 
feet of the surface, so much the better. 
The only attention the seed beds re- 
quire until planting time is to be kept 
tree from weeds. If the plants grow 
too much to top before planting can be 
done, itis well sometimes to cut off 
half the tops. The best of all plants 
are obtained by once transplanting in 
the seed bed, but it is not often the 
truck men give this extra care, If the 
land is moist, as we ‘suggest, they 
rarely need watering, but if the land 
is dry, in a dry season this must be at- 
tended to or the plant will damp off.

THE PORTUGUESE CRISIS. . 

The resignation of the Portuguese 
ministry, news of which was received 
“today, caused no surprise at the for- 
eign office here. Differences over the 
policy of dealing with financial trou- 
bles rendered the formation of a new 
ministry desirable. The embassy has 
received assurances that the change 
would not interfere with the present- 
ing of the Anglo-Portuguese conven- 
tion to the Cortez. The Portuguese 
have every reason to be content with 
the convention, for Lord Salisbury, in 
order to strengthen the tottering mon- 
archy’s interests, has conceded to Por- 
tugal a solid block of territory, 50,000 
square miles in area, north of the 
Zambesi River, obtaining in return 
only a narrow strip of land rectifying 
‘the frontier of Manicaland. The terms 
of the convention are certain to be op- 
posed in Parliament. 
IRISH FEUDS NOT SETTLED. 
Reports of impending defections 
from the Parnellite party arise from a 
movement which originated outside of 
the Irish members of the Commons, 
the object of which was to heal the 
faction feud. Several bushops made 
Gray the channel of communications 
between leading Parnellites and Mc- 
Carthyites. The overtures for a re- 
conciliation were taken by the McCar- 


thyites as equivalent to an abaudon- 
ment ot Parnell by his principal sup-. 


porters. No definite proposal reacned 
either side.

BLUNT SWORDS USED. — 

A New Version of the Attack onthe 

€Czarevitch. 
BERLIN, May 15.— [By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The latest report re- 
ceived by the Japanese legation here 
concerning the attack on the Czarevitch 
is that he and Prince George were re- 
turning incog. from a place of amuse- 
ment when they came in conflict with 
police officers, who asserted themselves 
too vigorously until the identity of the 
princes was revealed. ‘The princes 
were without escort at the time. The 
sligutness of the Czarevitche's wound 
is explained by the fact thatthe Japan- 

ese policemen use blunt swords. 

St. PETERSBURG, May 15.—The 
Novog Vremya, in an account of an at- 
tack on the Czarevitch, says the Japan- 
ese natives nearly lynched the assail- 
ant, and the police had great difficulty 
in rescuing him. 

LONDON, May 15.—The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Chronicle 
says it is reported that the Czarevitch 
was more seriously wounded than is 
admitted by the authorities. The cor- 
adds that the assailant was 
a Nihilist who escaped from Sagbalien. 

St. PETERSBURG, May 15. The 
Czarevitch’s assailaat was a policeman 
who was especially detailed to protect 
him, The policeman was overpowered 
with the assistance of bis own com- 
panions. 


A FRENCH MONSTER. 


Arrested for a Long Series of Atro- 
clous Crimes.

The police of Landres 
arrested a man named Meunier. for 
murder and other crimes, Meunier, 
who is an ex-officer of customs anda 
widower with two sons, courted a 
wealthy girl named Jactel, who re- 
jected him because he was poor.

A USE FOR THE GOAT. 


His Blood Now Said to Bea Cure for 
Consumption. 
Paris, May 15.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Prof, Bernheim has 
bubmitted his report to the Academy 
of Medicine regarding experiments 
made to cure tuberculosis by the trans- 
fusion ot goat’s blood. The professor 
in his report says that fourteen pa- 
tients have been treated by this sys- 
tem, and that two of them in the last 
stage of anemia were cured. Ten of 
the remaining number, suffering from 
tuberculosis, the report adds, have 
greatly improved under the treatment, 
and the last two of the fourteen pa- 
tieats, both of whom were in advanced 
stage of consumption, died a week 
after receiving the first transfusion. 
Prof. Bernbeim declares the treatment 
has an important effect in the early 
stage of consumption, but adds that it 
should not be used in the last stages.

THE LONG TRIP'S END. 


Arrival of the President in 
Washington. 


Reception Tendered Him Along the 
Road in Pennsylvania. 


Only Brief Stops Made at Cities of the 
Keystone State. 


One Hundred and Forty Speeches 
Delivered by the President 
During His Journey~—Train- 
men Remembered. 


By Telegravh to The Times. 
PittspurGH, May 15.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Presidential 
train passed through here early this 
morning en route to Washington, and 
but fifteen minutes was spent here. 
There was no demonstration. 
ALTOONA(Pa.,) May 15.—The spe- 
cial train bearing the Presidential 
party arrived at 9:50 this morning. 


| The party stood on tne rear platform 
and listened to cheers from the large 


crowd assembled. The President de- 
livered a short address and was fol- 
lowed by Secretary Rusk. 

HARRISBURG (Pa.,) May 15.—From 
Altoona to Harrisburg there were no 
special incidents. The ride through 
the picturesque valley refreshed: the. 
party, and when they arrived here 
there was no appearance of fatigue upon 
any face. It was 10:15 when the train 
rolled into the station, and it remained 
here fifteen minutes. Postmaster 
General Wanamaker took leave of 
the party here and boarded a train for 
New York, where his family sails for 
Europe tomorrow.

He referred to the unprecedented ex- 
cellence and perfection of the railroad 
service throughout the entire trip, and 
said the fact that they had been able 
to travel over 10,000 miles of territory 
in a splendidly-equipped train without 
accideit or mishap or one minute’s 
variation trom the prearranged sched- 
ule must always be regarded as a most 
remarkable achievement. He returned 
thanks individually to every person 
who had rendered service on the train, 
and gave all the employés a substautial 
token of his appreciation.

RUSSIA’S PURPOSE IN IMPORTING. 


SO MUCH GOLD. 


A German 
Money Troubles in America, 
but Expects a Panic 


in London. 


By Telegraph to The Times. | 

“Bertin, May 16.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Heavy imports of 
American gold into Europe in general 
and Germany in particular have 
drawn the attention of financiers to 
the matter. In an interview today 
with a representative of the Associated 
Press, Herr Bieichroder, who shares 
Rothschild’s financial power on thé 
continent, said: All gold coming 
here from England and France is 
reshipped to Russia, which country 
has been drawing heavily from Berlin, 


and still more,. heavily trom London. 


In order to protect the Bank of Eng- 
land. so as not to drain its resources, 
American gold was cabled for. Had 
the Russian demand been met by the 
withdrawal of the gold of London and 
Berlin, the rate of discount of the 
banks of those cifles would have risen 
6 or 7-per cent. In the present state of 
affairs this would simply meau ruin to 
thousands. We avoided it by buying 
American gold.“ 

When asked what Kussia wanted 
with all this gold and if she is prepar - 
ing for war, HRelchroder said: Lou 
can state with absolute certainty 
that for three years Russia will not 
think-of war. have received today 
positive information that she is upon 
the point of changing her army and it 
will take three years to do this. Ido 
not fear war, atieast from Russia. 
look with more @istrust upon 
the condition of the western 
bourses: Look at the London market! 
It is glutted with South American se- 
curities. Not one ot those republics 
can meet its obligations, and the con- 
sequence may be a great crash. North 
American securities and railroad bonds 
will not be affected except * the gen- 
eral feeling of distrust. ou can tell 
the Associated Press that Americans 
have no reason to feel nervous about 
the gold taken away. It will soon 
float back. Russia has to repay large 
loans and that is the reason she is ac- 
cumulating all the gold she can. By 
and by it must be paid out.“ 

When asked if they will not need 
gold to perfect the new Russian loan, 
Henry Bleichroder said: Neither the 
Rothschilds, myself nor any other 
bank wilt advance a bent to Russia 
while things are not more secure there 
than now.“ * 

Henry Villard of New Tork is now 
in the city. He asserts that the stories 
told as to Villard’s purposes in visit- 
ing Berlin are false. The old story, 
frequently contradicted, about a row 
between him and the Deutsch Bank, 
which is the representative of the 
German bondholders of the Northern 
Pacific, is again circulated. Herr 
Schrader, one of the directors of that 
institution, said the stories are en- 
tirely unfounded. 

LoNDoN, May 15.—The Times be-

Bermuda Grass in the Wrong place. 
Editors Rural Press: In the 


on Bermuda grass for alkali solls, in 
which he takes occasion to praise it 
very highly. 

Here we ‘call it “devil grass“ and 

the name is quite appropriate and well 
deserved, From the experience we 
have had with this grass we think the 
article referred to is apt to be a little 
misleading. If it is wanted to 
strengthen a ditch bank, we know of 
nothing which would answer the pur- 
pose to better satisfaction, But right 
there its usefulness ends, for it will 
run its shoots down to the water’s 
edge and gradually encroach upon the 
running stream. It stops floating 
débris and so helps to obstruct the 
ditch. . 
It costs our water company thous- 
ands of dollars each yearto keep our 
canals and lateral ditches temporarily 
free from this grass; and the trouble 
does not stop there either; for the 
grass seeds drop into the water and 
are carried onto land being irrigated, 
and whenever a seed stops there it 
takes root; andif we give it half a 
chance it will take possession of the 
ranch, and cheke out everything else. 
If it once gets a start, eternal vigilance 
and censtant cultivation will be nec- 
essary to exterminate it. 

As a forage plant it is passable, and 
by its persistency it will crowd weeds 
and everything else out of the soil. 
With us the roots run underground as 
freely as on top. 


In hatching ducks’ eggs under hens, 
the incubation differs from hens’ ecgs 
only in the fact that ducksLeggs pip at 
twenty-five to twenty-six days, instead 
of nineteen, as with chicks, and also 
that they generally pip from thirty-six 
to forty-eight hours before emerging 
from the shell.

SANTA ANA, May 15.—|Correspond- 
ence of THe Times.) The citizens of 
this city and immediate vicinity had 
just about settled down to a realiza- 
tion of the fact that a waterworks were 
being constructed, and to the quiet in- 
cident to and following the fight neces- 
sary to procure the same, when the 
Westminster railroad again loomed 
up in a manner vot to the liking of 
certain property-owners along the pro- 
posed line of road. 

The old Board of Trustees granted 
the Santa Ana and Westminster rail- 
road franchise a long time ago. 
A commission was eb to 
assess the value o property 
through which the road was 
to run, make an estimate of the dam- 
ages sustained, and report. The board 
also declared its intention to open Sec- 
ond street for street purposes, and it is 
so recorded on their minutes. It is 
along the line of this street that the 
railroad people wish to build their road 


into the city. 


The new board have taken their 
seats, and on Thursday night last the 
report of the commissioners was re- 
ceived and read. Two protests to the 
acceptance of the report were received 
and read. The main grounds of pro- 
test are thatthe value of damages as 
assessed by the commissioners is en- 
tirely too low in comparison to the 
market value of the property. Both 
sides are represented by counsel, and 
the interest taken in the matter has 
been great. The board, in its wisdom, 
saw fit to reject the report of ita com- 
missioners and to dismiss the commis- 
sioners from further duties in the 
matter. 

The result of the action of the trus- 
tees has been as a firebrand thrown 
among the property-owners in West- 
minster and Garden Grove, and two 
public meetings have been called at 
the former place at which cesolutions 
of disapproval of the trustees’ action 
have been passed, Tomorrow night 
another meeting of the combined 
forces of those localities is to bo held at 
Garden \Grove, and the sentiment of 
the inhabitants of that country will be 

pressed. They have already signi- 
fied nn intention of taking their trade

WAYBAGHS ROADS, 


What Would Happen to the Town if They 
Were Improved. 

The gentle spring time is with us again. 
It has brought with it many things, or if 
it has not yet brought them it is likely 
to. For instance, perhaps it will give us 
roses. Then again it may give us prom- 
ise of big crops, if we are farmers, or 
promise of cheaper produce, if we are of 
the people who buy of the farmers. 
There are two things which it is certain 
to bring. Thoy are colds and mud. 
Thera is no excuse, however, for the cer- 
taint? of the mud's coming, and if the 
mud failed to arrive the colds would, 
many of them, be side tracked before 
they got here. Therefore let us banish 
the mud. 

Now that it is decided that the mud 
shall be banished, the next question is, 
How shall it be done? There is only one 
way of doing it, and the essentials of it 
are hard work one part, money one part 
and common sense ninety-eight parts. 
The work and the money are easy 
enough to get, but the common sense is 
scarce, and a good deal of it is needed. 
The difficulty is that most of our path- 
masters and road commissioners don’t 
recognize what little there is of it lying 
around when they see it. They have a 
way of regarding propositions for the 
improvement of public roads as proposi- 
tions by contractors for feeding at the 
public crib. In reality they are pro 
sitions for the enlargement of the public 


erib itself, so that its legitimate users may 


find more to appease their hunger, and 
for the improvement of its surroundings, 
so that those who do feed may do 
so with greater comfort and convenience.

There are thirty miles of road 
in Wayback, and they are like the roads 
in most country towns, mere rivers of 
‘mud in wet weather and gullies of dust 
when the days aredry. Estimating the 
cost of putting down a macadam-tel- 
ford pavement at $2,000 a mile, it would 
cost $60,000 to improve every inch of 
highway in the township. It may be 
said that $2,000 a mile is too small an 
estimate, but it must be remembered 
that in making it I include the little 


| used crossroads, constituting by far the 


require a much narrower: metaled ser- 
vice and less elaborate drainage and care 
than the few miles of main thorough- 
fare. In order to lane the ‘money re- 
quired for making this vast improve- 
ment it would be necessary to bond Way- 
back for that amount, but this could be 
easily done in a way that would avoid 
oppressive taxation. In calculating on 
such a loan it should be remembered 
that the posterity of the present genera- 
tion will be the greater gainers by the 
improvement, and that therefore it is 
not only just to borrow the money for a 
long term of years, but that it would be 
unjust to do otherwise. 

The advantages which would accrue 
to Wayback from such astep would be 
manifold. As the roads are now, an im- 
passable barrier of mud is imposed be- 
tween the township and the city for 
weeks after the frost leaves the ground. 
Farmers who have held their hay or po- 
tatoes or grain for spring prices” start 
out with their loads from Wayback ear- 
ly in the morning for the fifteen mile 
drive to Bigmarket. If they get there 
at all it is only after a whole day of 
splashing and tugging through the mud. 
If the roads had been good, three or four 
hours would have sufficed for the drive. 

When the bad wea of fall comes 
on the state of affairs is a little better. 
If the roads are not in quite so vile a 
condition the additional amount of 
produce to be hauled more than evens 
matters up. The unnecessary hours on 
the road rob the farm work of the time 
of men and horses, and natural exasper- 
ation and dissatisfaction with life in 
such avery sticky world unfits every- 
body for. doing his best work. The 
loads that can be drawn are compara- 
tively small, too. 

Wayback is made up of fertile farms 
of great productive power. But the bad 
reads, as any one who stops to think will 
see, must necessarily largely reduce the 
profits by wasting time of men and the 
vitality of stock and vehicles. Let us 
say that Wayback landowners value 
their holdings at- $100 to $200 an acre. 
The only way in which we can judge of 
the effect good roads would have on this 
valuation is by examining results in 
other places. I personally know of one 


the cash value of land, and can furnish 


fully testify. to the fact. Such an in- 
crease in valuation would more than 
pay the extra taxation imposed on Way- 
back by that $60,000 loan, wouldn’t it? I 
think so. ~ 

Another thing which the opposers of 
road improvement in Wayback fail ut- 
terly to take into consideration is the fact 
that it costs much less to keep good roads 
in repair than it does to keep bad ones in 
ruin. If Wayback adopts an intelligent 
system of road maintenance, keeps the 
matter ont of politics, and, above all, 
does away with that relic of barbarity 
“working out the road tax,” her thirty 
miles of roadway, after they have been 
telford-macadamized, can be kept in per- 
fect order by an outlay of (averaging the 
different classes of roads) $40 a year per 
mile. This would make the tot: Gatley 
for maintenauce $1,200. Wayback spends 
now in work and cash $2,000 on on her 
roads.
